SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


To the School Board and Citizens of New Durham: 

I hereby submit my annual report as superinten- 
dent of your public schools. 

For the school year ending September 1, 1921, the 
number of pupils registered was 65, distributed in the 
several grades as follows: Grade I, 14; Grade IT, ee 
Grade III, 6; Grade IV, 11; Grade V, 10; Grade VI, 
Grade VII, 4; Grade VIII, 2. There were 36 boys ae 
29 Girls; 19 were registered at the South school and 46 
at the Plains school. Number of visits by school board 
members, 13; by the superintendent, 51; by citizens, 40. 
The average attendance of pupils during the year was 
vO per centk 

The registration this vear is 48 at the Plains school 
and 19 at the South school. 

Buildings and Supplies 

The buildings used for school purposes are in ex- 
cellent condition and compare favorably with those of 
any small town in the state. The two rooms at the Plains 
school make it possible for the teachers to cover the work 
fairly well, and keep in vital touch with the progress of 
each pupil. 
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We were so much behind in the matter of books 
and supplies that we have not vet caught up with the 
standard, but a great advance has been made. Sets of 
wall maps for each room and many new books have been 
added this year. New Durham needs about $200 extra 
for apparatus, books and supplies. This would make it 
possible for the budget estimate to cover the needs in a 
satisfactory way. 

The children in New Durham are doing better 
school work than they have done before since I have 
known the schools. Of course they are working under 
much better conditions. 

The teachers are devoted to their work, have a vi- 
tal interest in every child, and are not sparing of them- 
selves in the matter of service. They have a professional 
spirit which makes for progress and efficiency and I am 
elad to commend their work and sacrifice. — 

Transportation 

The problem of transporting certain children from 
their homes to the several schools is a real one both for 
parents and school officials as well as for the one who 
transports. The pay for the work and the uncertainty 
of its continuance make it impossible for anyone to in- 
vest very much in teams and vehicles. By good rights 
the district ought to furnish the wagons and sleds so that 
they would be uniform and comfortable in every way. 

More children are being transported from the 
Ridge to the South school than was anticipated at the be- 
ginning of the year. If there should be ten pupils who 
could be better accommodated at the Ridge schoolhouse 
next vear, the school ought to be opened if a competent 
teacher can be secured and appropriation enough to pay 
the necessary salary, and repairs on the building. 

School Costs and State Aid 

The cost of running the schools is at a minimum 
and I think no one would advocate reduction in any way. 
On the other hand the cost per $1,000 of equalized valua- 
tion is so low as to cut the district out of the A class of 
towns that receive 95 per cent of the equalization funds 
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and place it in the C class that receives only five per cent 
of that fund. That gives us only about half of what we 
ought to have from the state and causes to that extent a 
deficiency. This is the method of distribution required 
by the law of the last legislature and it comes hard on 
some of the smaller towns with a low rate per 41,000. 
The school officials had no way of anticipating this con- 
dition. In fact the schools could not be running efficient- 
ly at any smaller cost and maintain the required 36 weeks 
for the year. 

New Durham’s school tax rate is $8.08. There are 
147 districts in New Hampshire paying a larger rate up 
to the highest which pays $21.39 per $1,000. The lowest 
in the A group receiving 95 per cent of the appropriation 
is £8.43. The state allotment to New Durham in the C 
group Was $1,870.86, but we receive only $1,075 for lack 
of funds. That will necessitate a deficiency appropria- 
tion for this year and an increased appropriation for 
next year at the annual meeting. The $5 tax will not 
cover expenses in towns in the C group. New Durham 
ought to raise for next year outside of administration 
items at least 43,500. 

Outside Activities of the Schools 

New Durham’s first public graduation was held 
last June in the town hall with a full house. The two 
young ladies who were given diplomas by the superinten- 
dent of schools gave jointly in a very creditable manner 
the History of New Durham. The children from the 
other grades ably assisted in the program. Remarks 
were made at the close by the chairman of the school 
board, and an inspiring address on Education was given 
by Mrs. Charles McDutfee of Alton. 

Several entertainments have been given by the 
school children: for a small admission and always with 
credit to themselves and to their teachers. Last fall a 
school fair netted $60 which was a very great surprise in 
the numbers present, the amount of business done, and 
the very great success of the undertaking. The teachers 
are using these funds for the schools. Already a water

cooler, a sink, paper towels, burlap for the walls, ete., 
have been furnished. 

I was present at the noon hour at the Plains re- 
cently and commend very heartily the noon lunch super- 
vised by the teachers in both rooms. . It inust be a great 
satisfaction to the parents of pupils who bring their din- 
ners to know that hot linches are being served each day. 

Conclusion 
May I-speak my sincere appreciation as follows? 
‘To the Building Committee who have with a good 
deal of sacrifice on their part made the buildings in New 
Durham second to none in the state. 

To the, parents and citizens for their kindly coop- 
peration, and for their complete evidences of their will- 
ingness to furnish sufficient funds to make the New Dur- 
ham schools as good as elsewhere. 

To the school board who have been helpful in every 
way and have carried out every suggestion of the super- 
intendent and teachers as far as they could for the good 
of the schools. 

To the teachers for their loyalty, sacrifice and de- 
votion to their task and to the school children for their 
interest and kindly spirit.
